No. 9-5(l)/2016-Estt .—This is in continuation of this office memorandum of even number dated 29 th Dec, 
2016 wherein the approval of Cadre Review of Indian Telecommunications Service has been communicated. 

2. One Apex level post of Director General Telecom in the Apex scale reporting to Secretary (Telecom) has been 
approved in the Cadre Review. The field units in the Licensed Service Areas (LSAs) will be reporting to the Director 
General Telecom. Secretary (T) and Chairman, Telecom Commission will continue to exercise the powers of the 
Telegraph Authority conferred under Section 3(6) of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 as issued vide order no. 1-2/93- 
Admn.I dated 5 ,h Oct, 1993. 

3. In each of the 22 Licensed Service Areas (LSAs) there will be an integrated setup headed by an HAG/ HAG+ 
officer. The distribution of functional verticals in the LSAs will be as follows: 

(i) DDG (Service Compliance) —CAF Audit, EMR Audit, Service Testing, Roll-out obligations etc. 

(ii) DDG (Security) —Security Audit, CMS, Grey Market detection, etc. 

(iii) DDG (Technology) — Secured Dedicated Communications Network, Time synchronization of 
Telecom Networks, Disaster Technology/ Management, Interconnect Exchange, Inspections of 
licensee networks. Advocacy and public awareness etc. 

(iv) DDG (Rural) —Rural connectivity for DBT, verification of USO sites, RF coverage testing/ telecom 
connectivity checking etc. 

(v) DDG (Admin, Legal, PG and Vigilance) —Admin, PG, Building, Vigilance, Court Cases & Misc 
admin activities, etc. 

4. Organisational structure in DoT HQs and specialized units will be as at Annex-I. The set-up in each of the 
LSAs will be as per Annex-II. 

5. As per the approval of the Cabinet, 853 duty posts in DoT & 720 posts in BSNL/ MTNL under Special 
Diminishing Reserve have been sanctioned - apart from 310 Deputation reserves. The distribution of 853 duty posts 
with the aforesaid structure will be as per Annex-Ill. The mapping of present posts and postings of the officers in DoT/ 
BSNL/ MTNL onto the new structure will be completed over a period of six months.
